To all and singular to whom these presents 
shall come, Grecting : 


Wuereas a Treaty of Peace and Âm- 
ity between the United States of America 
and his Britannic Majesty was signed at 
Ghent, on the twenty-fourth day of De- 
cember, one thousand eight hundred and 
fourteen, by Plenipotentiaries rvspectively 
appointed for that parpose 3 and the said 
Treaty having been, by and with the ad» 
vice and consent of the Senate of the Uni- 
ted States, duly accepted, ratified and con- 
firmed, on the 17th clay of February, one 
tliousand-eight hundred and fifteen : and 
ratified copies thervof having been ex- 
ehausged agreeably to the tenor of the said 
Treaty, which is in the words following tw 
wit: 


TREATY OF PEACE AND AMITY 
BETWEEN 
OIS BRITANNIC MAJESTY 
AND 

TNE UNITEDSTATPES OF AMERICA. 

His Britannic Majesty and the United 
States of America, desirous of terminating 
the war which has unhappily subsisted 
between the two countries, and of restor- 
ing, upon principles of perfect reciproe 
cily, peace, friendship, and good umder- 
standing between them, have, for that pur- 
pose, appointe:l tneir respective pleni- 
petentiaries, that ís tosay ; His Britane 
nic Majesty, on his part, has appointed 
the right honorableJ Ames Lord GAMRBIER, 
late admiral of the white, now admiral ot 


the red squadron of his Majesty's fleet 


Henry GouuBurN, Esquire, a member 
of the Imperial Parliament and under Sue 
cretary of State, and WiLLtaMm Apams, 
Esquire, Doctor of Civil Laws ;—Aud the 
President of the United States, by and 
with thr advice and consent of (he Senate 
thereof, has appointed Jour Qurncr 
ADAMs, „JAMES 
Cray, JoNATHtas RusserL and ALBERT 


GALLATIN, citizens of the Uuites States, 
who, atter a reerprocal communication of 


their respective full powers, have agreed 
vpon the following articles : 
ARTICLE THE FIRST. 

There shall be a firm and universal 
Peace between His Britannic Majesty and 
the United States, and. between their res- 
peetive countries, territories, cities, towns 


and people of every degree, without ex-' 


eeption of places or persons. All hostili- 
tics, both by sca and land, shall cease as 
soon as this Treaty shall have been ratified 
by both parties, as herein after mentioned. 
All territory, places, and possessions what- 
Socver, taken from either party by the 
other, during the war, or which may be 
taken after the signing of this Treaty, exe 
Ce pling only the islamts hereinafter men-

or carrying away 


and without causing any destruction, 
any of the artillery or

remain therein upon the exchange of (he

or other private property. And. all are 


chives, records, deeds, and. papers, cither 
of a public nature, or belonging to pri- 
vate persons, which, in the course of the 
war, may have fallen into the hand of the 
oflicers of either party, shall be, as far as 
may be practicable, forthwith restored 
and delivered to the proper authorities 
and persons’ to whom they respectively’ 
belong. Such of the Islands in the’ Bay 
ot Passamaquoddy as are claimed by both 
parties, shall rémain in the possession of 
the pierty in whose occupation they may 
be at the tim of the exchange of the ra- 
tifications of this Treaty, until the deci- 
'sidn’ respectiug (he title to the said islands 
shall have been made in conformity with 
the fourth article of this Treaty. No dis- 
‘Position made by this Treaty, as to such 
„possession of. the islands and terrizories 
claimed by both. parties, shall in any man= 
mer whatever, be construed to affect the 
right of either. rd 
ter ARTICLE THE SECOND. eef 
Immediately ‘after the ratifications of 
this Treaty by both parties, as hereinafter 
‘mentioned, orders shall be sent to the ar- 
mies, squadrons, officers, subjects aud ci- 
‘tizens, of the two powers to cease from all 
‘hostilittes: And ta prevent all causes of 
-complaint which might arise on account 
„of the prizes which may be taken at sea 
after the said ratifications of this treaty, 
„it is reciprocally agreed, that all vessels 
‚and effects which may be taken after the 
space of twelve days from the said ratifie 
-Cutions, upon all parts of the coast of 
-North Armerica, from the latitude of twen- 
ty three degrees north, to (he latitude of 
fif. y degrees north, amd as far eastward in 
the Arlantie ocean, as the thirty sixth 
degree of west longitude from the meri- 
diam of Greenwich, shall be restored on 
each site: That the time shall be thirty 
days in all otirer: parts of the Atlantic 
ocean, north of the equinoctial line or 
equator, and the same time for the British 
and Lrish channels, for the gulph of Mex- 
deo and all part of the West Indies: 
Forty days for the North Seas, for the 
Baltic, and for all parts of the Mediterra- 
nean s Sixty days for the Atlantic ocean 
south of the equator as far as the latitude 
of the Cape of Good Hopr :—Ninety 
days for every part of the world south of 
he equator : And one hundred and twen- 
ty days for all other parts of the world, 
without exception. 


ARTICLE THE THIRD. 

All prisoners of war taken or either side, 
as well -by land as by sen, shall be 
restored as soon as practicable after the 
ratifications of this treaty, as hercinaf- 
„ter mentioned on their paying the debts 
which they may have contracted during 
their Caplivity. The two’ contracting 
parties respectively engage to discharge, 
in specie, the advances which may have 
been made by the other for the sustenance 
and maintenance of such prisoners. 


ARTICLE TIE FOURTH. 

W hereas it was stipulated by the second 
article in the treaty of peace, of one thou- 
sand seven hundred and eighty-three, be- 
tween his Britanuic Majesty and the Uni- 
ted States of America, that the boundary of 
the United States should comprehend all 
islands within twenty leagues of any part 
of the shores of the United States, and lay- 

ing between lines to be drawn due east 
from the points where the aforesaid boun- 
darics, between Nová Scoliá, on the oné 
part, and East Florida on the other, shall 
respectively touch the Bay of Fundy, and 
the Atlantic ocean, excepting such islands 
as now arc, or heretofvre have been, withe 
in the limits of Nova Scotia; and whereas 
the several islands in (he Bay of Passama- 
quoddy, which is part.of the Bay of Fun- 
dy, and the island of Grand Menan in the 
said Bay of Fundy, are claimed by the 
United States as being comprehended 
within their aforesaid boundaries, which 
‘said islands are claimed as belonging to his 


Britannic Majesty, as having been at the 
time of, and: previous to, the aforesail 
treaty of one thousand seven hundred and 
eighty-three within the limits of the pro- 
vince of Nova Scotia: In order, therefore, 
finally to decide upon these claims, it is 
agreed that they shall be referred to two 
Commissioners to be appointed in the. fol 
lowing manner, viz. one Commissioner 
shall be appointed by his Britannic Ma- 
jesty, and one by the President of the U, 
5. by and with the actvice and consent of 
the Senate thereof, and the said two Com- 
missioners sv appointed shall be sworn im- 
partially to examine and deeide ‘upon the 
said claims according to such ‘evidence as 
slall be laid before them on the part of his 
Britannie Majesty and of the United State 

respectively. _ Phe said Commissioners 
shall meet at St, Andrews, in the province 
of New Brunswick, and shall have power 
to adj-urn lo such other place'or places as 
they shall (hink ft. The said Commis- 


sioners shall, by a declaration or report 


under their hands and seals, decide to 
wbich of the two contracting parties the 
several islands aforesuid do respectively 
belong, in conformity. with the true intent 
of (he said Treaty ot Peace of one thou- 
sand seven hundred and eighty-three. 
And if the said commissioners shall agrce 
in their decision, both parties shall consi- 
der such decision as final and conclusive. 
lt is further agreed, that in the event of 
the two commissioners differing upon all 
or any of the matters’so referred to them, 
or In tbe event of both or either of the said 
commissioners refusing, or declining, or 
wilfully omitting, to act as such, they shall 
make jointly or separately, a repart or 
reporis, as weil to the government of his 
Britannic Majesty as to that of the United 
States) stating in detail the points on which 
Wey differ, and the grounds upon which 


there respective opinions have been forme 


ed, or the grounds upon which they or 
either of (hem, have so refused, declined, 
or omittud to act. And his Britannic Ma- 
Jesly, aud the government of the U- 
mted States hereby agree to refer the 
report or reporis of the sid Commis- 
Stoner to some friendly sovercien or 
state, to be then named for that ‘purpose 
and who shall be requested to decide on 
the differences which may be stated in the 
said report or reports, ) 


rep or upon the report 
ot one Commissioner, together with the 


grounds upon which the other Commis- 
siovers shall have refused, declined, or 
omitecdh to act, as the casc may be. And 
if the Commissioner so refasing, deelining, 
or omitting to act, shall also wilfull 

omit to state (he grounds upon which he 
has so done, fn such manner that the said 
statement may bereferred to such friend! 

sovereign or state, towether with the rc- 
port of such other Commissioner, then 
such sovereign.or state shall decide ex- 
parte upon the said report alone. And 
his Britannic Majcsty and ‘the government 
of the United States engage to consider 
the decision of some friendly sovereign 
or state to be such and conclusive on all 
the matters so referred 


ARTICLE THE FIFTH._ 


Whereas neither that point of the high. 
lands lying due north from the source: of 
the river St. Croix, and designated in (he 
former treäty of peace between (he two 
powers as the nortbwest ‘angle of Nava 
Scotia, now the northwesternmost ‘head 
of Connecticut river has yet been ascer- 
tained; and whereas that part of the boun- 
dary line between the dominion of the two 
powers which extends from the source of 
the river St, Croix directly north to the 
abovementioned northwest angle of Nova 
Scotia, thence along the said highlan:ls 
which divide those rivers that emp'y 
themselves into the river St. Lawrence 
from those which fall into the Atlantic 
occan to the northwesternmost head of 
Connecticut river, thence down along the 
middle of that river to the 45th degree ‘of 


“such other place as 


north latitude; thence by a line due west 
on said latitude until it strikes the river 
Iroquois or Cataraqui, has not yet been 
sarveyed: it is agreed that for these several 
purposes two Commissioners shall. be ap- 
pointed, sworn, and authorised, to act 
exactly in the manner directed with res- 
pect to those mentioned in the next pree 
ceding article, unless otherwise specified 
in the present article. The said Commis- 
sioners shall meet at St. Andrews, in the 
province of New Brunswick, and shall 
have power to adjourn to such other place 
or places as they shall think fit, The said 
Commissioners shall have power to ascer- 
tain and determine the points abovemen- 
tioned, in conformity with the provisions 
of the said treaty of peace of one thousand 
seven hundred and eighty three, and shalt 
cause the boundary aforesaid from the 
source of the river St. Croix to the river 
Iroquois or Cataraqui, to be surveyed and 
marked according to the said provistons. 
The said Commissioners shall make a map 
of thesaid boundary, and annex toit a decla« 
ration undef their hands and seals, cerfifie 
ing it to be the true map of the said boune 
dary, and particularizing the tatitude and 
longitude of the northwest angle of Nova 
Scotia, of the northwesternmust head of 
Connecticut river, and of such other points 
of the said boundary as they may deem 
proper. And bath parties agree to consi- 
der such map and declaration as finally 
and conclusively fixing the said boundary. 
And in the event of the said two Cominise 
sioners differing, or both, or cither of them, 
refusing or deelining, or wilfuily omitting 
to act, such reports, declarations, or state- 
ments, shall be made by them, or cither 
of (hem, and such reference toa frieudly 
sovereign or state, shall be made, in all res= 
pecte as in the latter part of the fourth 
articte is contained, and in as full a man- 
ner as if (he same was herein rcpeated. 


ARTICLE THE SIXTH. 

Whereas, by the former treaty of peace 
that portion of the boundary of the United 
States from the point where the forty-ffth 
degree of north latitude strikes the river 
froquois or Cataraguy to the lake Superior, 
was declared to be “ along the middle of 
said river into lake Ontario, through the 
middle of said lake until is strike the coma 
munication by water between that lake and 
lake Brie, thence along the middle of said 
communication into lake Erie, through the 
middle of said lake until it arrives at the 
water communication into the lake Huron. 
thence through the middle of said lake to the 
water commuuication between that lake and 
lake Superiors” And whereas doubts hare 
arisen what was the middle of said river, 
lakes and water communications, and whether 
certain islands fying in the same were within 
the dominions of his Britaanic Majcsty or of 
the United States; In order, therefore, fie 
nally to decide these doubts, they shall be re= 
ferred to two Couimissioners, to be appointed, 
sworn, and authorized to act exactly in the 
manner directed wiih respect to those mena 
tioned in the neat preceding article, unless 
otherwise specified in (his present article. 
The said Commissioners shall meet, in theo 
first instance, at Albany, in the state of New 
York, and shall have power to adjourn to 
they shall think fit: 
The said Commissioners shall, by a report or 
declaration, under their hands and seals, dee 
signate the boundary through the said river, 
lakes, and water communications, and deside 
to which of the two contracting parties the 
several islands lying within the said river, 
lakes, and water communications, do respcee 
tively belong, in conformity with the true 
intent of the said treaty of one thousand 
seven hundred and eighty three. And both 
parties agree ta consider such designation and 
decision as final and conclusive. And in the 
event of the said two Commissioners differing, 
or both, or either of them, refusing, declin= 
ing, or wilfully omitting to act, such reports, 
declarations or statements, shall be made by 
them, or either of them, and such reference 
to a friendly sovereign or state shall be made 
in all respects as in the latter part of the 
fourth article is contained, and in as full a 
mauner as if the same was herein repeatod, 


ARTICLE THE SEVENTH. 

It is farther agreed that the said two last 
mentioned commissioners after they shall 
have exccuted the duties assigned to them ia 
the preceding article, shall be and they are 
hereby authorised, upon their oaths impar- 
tially to fix and determine, according to thc 
true intent of the said treaty of peacc, of one 
thousand seven hundred and eighty three, 
that part of the boundary between the 
domiaious of the two powers, which extends 
from the water communication between lake 
Huron and lake Superior, to the most north 
western point of the lake of the Woods, to 
decide to which of the two parties the several 
islands lying in the lakes, water communica. 
tions, and rivers, forming the said boundary, 
do respectively belong, in conformity with 
the truc intent of the said treaty of peace, of 
one thousand seven hundred and eighty three ; 
and to cause such parts of the said boundary, 
as require it, to be surveyed and marked. 
The said commissioners shall, by a report or 
declaration under their hands and seals, desig- 
nate the boundary aforesaid, state their de. 
cision on the points thus referred to them, 
and particularize the latitude and tongitude 
of the most north western point of the lake 
of the Woods, and of such other parts of the 
said boundary as they may deem proper. 
And both parties agree to consider such de- 
sigaation and decision as final and conctusive. 
And, in the event of thesaid two commissioners 
differing, or both, or cither of them rcfusing, 
dectining or wilfully omitting to act, such re- 
ports, declaratious, or statements, shall be 
male by them, or either of them, and such 
reference to a friendly sovereign or state, 
shall be made in all respects, as in the latter 
part of the fourth article is contained, and in 
as full a manuer as if the same was herein 
repcated. 

ARTICLE THE EIGHTH. 


The several boards of two Commissianers 
mentioned in thefour preceding articles, shall 
respectively have power to appoint a Secrela. 
Fy, and to employ such surveyors or other per- 
sons as they shall judge necessary. Duplicates 
of all their respective reparts, declaratious, 
statements and decisions, and of their accounts, 
and of the journal of their proceedings, sha!l 
be delivered by them to the agents of his 
Britannic Majesty, and to the agents of the 
United States, who may be respectively ap-= 
pointed and authorised to manage the business 
en behalf of their respective Gavernmeut. 
The said Commissioners shall be respectively 
paid iu such manner as shall be agreed be. 
tween the two contracting parties, such 
agreement being to be set(led at the time of 
the _exckange of the ratifications of this 
treaty. And all other expenses attending the 
said Commissioners shall be defrayed equally 
by the two parties, And inthe case of death, 
sickness, resiguation, or necessary absence, 
the place ef every such Commissioner respec. 
tively shall be supplied in the same manner 
as such Commissioner was first appointed, 
and the new Gommissioner shall take the 
same oath or afirmation, and da the same 
duties. Itis further agreed between the two 
contracting parties, that in case any of the is. 
lands mentioned in any of the preceding ar- 
ticles, which were in the possession of 
one of the parties prior to the com- 
mencement of the present war between the 
two countries, should, by the decision of any 
of the boards of commissioners aforesaid, or 
of the sovereign or state so referred to,as in 
the four next preceding articles contained, 
fall within the dominions of the other party, 
all grants of land made previous to the com 
mencement of the war by the party having 
had such possession, shall be as valid as if 
such island or islands, had by such decision 


or decisions, been adjudged to be within the 


dorsinions of the party having had such pos. 
session. aes 
-_ ARTICLE THE NINTH. 

The United States of America engage to 
put an end immediately after the ratification 
of the present ‘Treaty to hostilities with 
all the tribes or nations of Indians, with 
whom they may be at war at the time of such 
ratification ; and forthwith to restore to such 
tribes or nations, respectively, all the pos- 


sessions, rights, and privileges, which they 
may have enjoyed or been entitled to in one 
thousand eight hundred and eleven, previous 
to such hostilities: Provipep ALwWAYs, that. 
such tribes or nations shall agree ‘to desist 
from all hostilities against the United States 
of Aincrica, their citizens and subjects, upon 
the ratification of the present Treaty being 
notified to such tribes or nations, and shalt 
so desist accordingly. And His Britannic 
Majesty engages, on his part, to put an end 
immediately after the ratification of the prce 
sent Treaty, to hostilities with all the tribes 
or nations of Indians with whom he may be 
at war at the time of such ratification, and 
forthwith to restore to such tribes or nations, 
respectively, all the possessious, rights, and 
privileges, which they may have enjoyed or 
been entitled to, in one thousand eight hun. 
dred and eleven, previous to such hostilities: 
Provipep ALwavs, that such tribes or nae 
tions shall agree to desist from all hostilities 
Against [lis Britannic Majesty, and his suhe 
Jects, upon the ratification of the present 
Treaty being notified to such tribes or ‘nae 
tious and shall go disist according!y. 
ARTICLE THE TENTH. 
Whereas the traffic in slavgs is irreconcite 
able with the principles of hufaaaity and jus. 
tice, and whereas both [lis Majcsty and- the 
United States are desirous of continuing their 


„tforts to promote its entire abolition, it is 


hereby agreed that both the contracting par. 

ties shall use their best endeavours to accume 

plish so desirable an object, 
ARTICLE THE ELEVENTH, 

This Treaty, when the same shall have been 
ratifed on both sides, without alteration by 
either of the contracting parties, and the ra. 
tifications mutually exchanged, shall be bind- 
ing on bath parties, and the ratifications shall 
be exchanged at Washington, in the space of 
four mauths fram this day, or sooner if pracs 
ticable. 

In faith whereof, we the respective Plee 
nipotentiaries have signod this treaty, 
and hare thereunto affixed our seals.
